Crime Rate Dp, 
4 Per Minute

climb, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation reported today.

high percentage of criminal re- 
peaters prompted Director J. 
Edgar Hoover to renew his call 
against what he called exces- 
sive leniency whch : tends to 
"ignore the victim and-obscure 
the right of a free society to 
equal protection under'the law.", 


Crime has increased 
five 


times faster than the national 
population since 1958, the FBI 
said in its annual report. Hoover 
said the cost of crime now Is 
conservatively estimated at $27 
billion annually.

More Nuclear 
Detector 
Satellites

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


-Atomic Energy Commission 
scientists plan more sophisticat- 
ed nuclear detection satellites 
to follow a pair maneuvered 
into patrol positions 65,000 miles 
above the earth over the week- 
end.Sentry Satellite No. 2 was 
jockeyed into position Sunday 
when a radio signal from the 
ground shifted it out of a great 
elliptical orbit onto a circular 
path in which the high and low 
points are about the same. 


A companion satellite was 


fired into a similar orbit Friday 
night. The twin-watchdogs are 
traveling about 
100,000 miles 


apart as they scan more than 
20 Qmillion miles of space in 
search of illicit nuclear explo- 
sions. 


The sentries are forerunners 


pf a network of operational sta- 
tions intended to police the lim- 
ited nuclear test ban treaty. 
The treaty, signed last year by 
more than 100 nations, forbids 
nuclear testing in t h e atmos- 
I*her, under

space. 


The satellites were in a bun- 


dle of three launched from Cape 
Kennedy Friday by a single At- 
las-Agena rocket. The third sat- 
ellite, a 4.5-pound "pygmy," 
continues on (he e l l i p t i c a l 
course ranging from 120 to 65,- 
000 miles high. It is measuring 
electrons in the Van Alien radi- 
ation belt.

Public charges have been made that Congressman Harris has used his influence to obtain 


preferential treatment for personal gain in connection with the original granting of the license for the 
El Dorado Television Station, and that Congressman Harris received large sums of money as a 
stockholder in the corporation. 


.These charges are misleading, irresponsible and false. We think the public should be advised 


ol' the true facts. 


In 1953 following the assignment of Channel 10 to El Dorado by the FCC, a company headed 


by the late Colonel T. H Barton and Wilfred McKinney of El Dorado filed an: application .for a 
license to operate the station. Subsequently thereto our company, South Arkansas Television Co., Inc., 
filsid th«ir application for the channel. Later in the year the other group voluntarily withdrew their 
application without interference or intercession on the part of anyone. 


After sufficent time for processing application and since there was no competing application 


to ours,, no public hearing was necessary and the commission granted us the license to operate the 
television station. At no time did we request Congressman Harris, or anyone else, to intercede in 
our behalf. 


Congressman Harris had no interest or stock in our company at that time, had not been pro- 


mised any and to our knowledge had not even considered any interest. 


In order to expand our facilities and better serve the public, we decided to interest a number 


of people in El Dorado and surrounding area in purchasing stock in the company that we might ext 
pand the service. We asked Mr. Harris to join us, which he agreed to do. He purchased 50 shares pi 
the 1500 authorized shares in January 1957. 
.; . 


A year later Congressman Harris called and advised that since he was head of the Investigat- 


ing Committee that developed the now famous "Q'.iiz Scandal" and other conditions in the broadcast* 
ing industry that he did not feel that he wanted to be associated with the station as an personal finan- 
cial interest might have some reaction. He told us that he wanted to be.free from any connection 
whatsoever. He requested that he be permitted to turn his stock back to the company on precisely 
tho same basis that he purchased it. We took the stock back accordingly, out of respect of his po- 
sition and integrity. 
;. . 


Several years later we sold our interest in the El Dorado station to another company. Mr. 


Harris never received one cent in dividends, profits or remuneration of any kind from our company, 
or from anyone else associated with the El Dorado TV station. 


From long public service the character and reputation of Mr. Harris is well known. He needs 


no defense from us but we feel that since this is a federally licensed facility the people are entitled 
to know the facts. The El Dorado Television Station is an outstanding station serving the entire grea,. 


These facts are a matter of public record on file with the Federal Communications Commis- 


sion in Washington, D.C., and in the interest of fair play should be made known to the people of this 
District.

under the provisions of Amend- 
ment No. 49 to the Constitution, 
shall exceed five (5) mills on 
the dollar of the assessed val- 
uation thereof; or (b) of any 
hospital district, which, together 
with any tax levied under the 
provisions of Amendment No, 
17 to the Constitution, shall ex- 
ceed five (5) mills on the dol- 
lar of the assessed vlauatibn 
thereof, except that, the full said 
five (5) mills being levied under 
Amenement No. 17, the said 
hospital district may levy an 
additional tax of not to exceed 
one (1) mill on the dollar of the 
assessed valuation of the taxa- 
ble real and personal property 
in said hospital district. Provid- 
ed further, that the total taxes 
levied under this Amendment 
and under Amendment No. 49 
to the Constitution on the tax- 
able real and personal property 
in an industrial district shall 
never exceed five (5) mills on 
the dollar of the assessed -val- 
uation thereof, and the total 
taxes levied under this Amend- 
ment and under Amendment 
No. 17 to the Constitution on the 
taxable real and personal prop- 
erty in any hospital district 
shall never exceed six (6) nulls 
on the dollar of the assessed val- 
uation thereof. 


SECTION 3. To such extent 


and in such manner as the Gen- 
eral Assembly may provide, 
taxes collected under Amend- 
ment No. 32 to the Constitution 
on the taxable real and personal 
property in any hospital dis- 
trict shall be used for maintain- 
ing, operating and supporting 
district hospitals. 


SECTION 4. The provisions 
here of shall be construed as 
supplemental to all constitution- 
al provisions and legislative 
acts relating to the subject mat- 
ters, of this Amendment,
